Protcin in Dict 


It would seem important in 

cases of heart disease that an 
effort be made to supply the 
patients with large amounts of 
the right kind of protein in the 
diet ond that vitamin C also be 
administered. This is particularly 
{mportant in patients suffering 
from. coronary thrombosis in 
order that repair of damaged 
heart tissue may be speeded, 
The right kinds of proteins are 
those that supply the ten amino 
acids which cannot be made in 
the. body. 
Of course, all other necessary 
food parts should be supplied 
by giving a well-balanced dict. 
The physician will determine 
just what dict should be follow- 
ed. In some instances, it might 
be necessary to supplement na- 
tural foods by giving protein 
hydrolysates which are mixtures 
of amino acids made from pro- 
teins. The physiclan will also 
decide which of these prepara- 
tions should be employed and 
how they should be 
tered.

to.Britain and America in 
atomic research. 


At present four regident 
Nobel prize winners—Pro- 
fessors Manne Siegbahn 
(physics), The. Svedberg, 

) George de Hevesy, and Arne 
Tiselius (chemistry) — are 
supervising developments. 


An atomic pile is already near- 
ing completion, with most of the 
work being  ooncentrated at 
Uppsala University, Frescati 
(Stockholm), and at Gothen- 
burg. 


The work is financed {rom 
the State-subsidiscd £3,000,000- 
a-year Atomic Enc gy Company 
under Svedberg's direction. The 
scientists arc sworn to secrecy, 
however, and very little infor- 
mation has been published about 
thelr work. 


All that is known jis that the 
research mainly concerns the 
peaceful application of atomic 
power, although Siegbahn has 
stated that, given sufficient 
capital and labour, Sweden could 
make atom bombs. 


For her research, Sweden im- 
ports more !sotopes than any 
other country. Her present oro- 
gramme alms at discovering how 
the bloodstream functions ond 
how food forms flesh, bone and 
nerves. 


De Hevety {s also co-operating 
with Denmark's Nobel physics 
prizewinner, Niclas Bohr, in 
adapting’ atoms’ to therapeutical 
works. In all her research 
Sweden maintains closo contact 
with Britain, 


While America 
and Britain still 
head the world in 
‘atomic —_ research, 
correspondents this 
week report that 
other countries 
are also active.

Oak Ridge Is America’s. Har- 
well, where 30,000 men, women, 
and children live in a pre- 
fabricated wonderland in which 
almost everything {s owned and 
operated by the Government.

HE close of the year

Cue-Bidding Can 
Be a Real Help 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 


“We got into a jam on the 
bidding of thls hand,” 
confesses a New Orleans reader. 
“Obviously we shouldn't reach 
a slam, but. we can't think of 
a logical way to avoid it.” 
This is an Interesting hand 
and an_ interesting problem. 
There is a way for good players 
to explore slam possibilities 
on hands of this type without 
getting to unmakable slams. 


When North bids three clubs 
he js clearly making a cuc-bid. 
He may have the ace of clubs 
and he may be vold of clubs. 
(In the actual hand, South has 
the ace of clubs and therefore 
knows that his partner is void 
of the suit; but North cannot be 
sure that his partner will be 
able to read the situation.) 
North cannot, of course, have 
a real club sult. If he did, 
he would double two clubs for 
penalties instead of bidding 
three clubs. 


When North bids four no- 
trump at his next turn, he is 
asking how many aces South 
has (Blackwood Convention). 
It is clear he could have done 
so without first golng to the 
trouble of bidding three clubs, 
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Why, then, did he first make 
that bid? an 

- There can be only one 
answer: He wants to show 
that there are no losers in 
clubs and that he fs interested 
only in the aces of the other 
three suits, . 


Tf South reads this message, 
he must give the negative res- 
Ponse Of five clubs, showing 
no ace outside of clubs, . it 
was a mistake to bid five dia- 
monds, showing one ace. 


With this sort of understand- 
ing, North can confidently bid 
a slam if South shows an acc; 
ond can bid a grand slam if 
South shows two aces. If 
South shows no ace (as he 
should have, -in..the. actual 
hend), North stopa:. at’ ‘five 
spades. Hee ” 

These honds don’t come up 
very often, but they count for 4 
lot of points when they do 
occur, It’s wise to remember 
that when either partner makes 
a cuc-bld, a later bid of four 
no-trump asks for aces outside 
of the cue-bld sult.

Congress itself has drawn at- 
tention to one aspect of India’s 
economic weakness, In January 
1049, the President issued a wise 
directive, which among other 
things warned the party. of the 
sorious effect of the participa- 
tion of members in the black 
market, and noted that “not 
seldom is a place on transporta~ 
sion committees, cloth licensing 
boards and allicd bodies abused 
so ag to secure privileges and 
profits for the members or their 
friends.” 

» EMPHATIC 


Karake’s conclusion is 
emphatic. In two years Con= 
gress has “proved itself more 
reactionary, more corrupt, more 
capitalist and, at times, more in- 
copitalist and, morc Intolerant, 
and, at times, even more 
oppressive than... . the Bri- 
tish.” This is not the view 
of one who wants the’ British 
back, or who did not want them 
to leave, It is the bitter, no 
doubt exaggerated criticism of 
his own Government, by a man 
who hoped everything from It. 
Whether one fully accepts Mr 
Karaka’s picture or not, a study 
of it is instructive both for those 
~who ay erstanid 
Colonial .nationalism, and for 
Colonial nationalists themselves. 
The former can learn that 
nationalism in subject peoples 
docs not necessarily mean 
acceptance of the  Com- 
munist ideology. The latter can 
learn the lesson Mr Karaka 
himself suggests—~that to make 
a nation free is not in itself 
enough to make ‘free the ine 
dividuals who comprise It.
